Instantly When Car 
Runs Into Truck 


Due of the most horrible accidents 
that lins ever occurred in this sec­ 
tion was that which sniffed <Mt tin* 
life of Jim Carroll, 16 years old, ii 
farmer, living three milos north of 
Chico, early Tuesday morning while 
he was driving* a Ford roadster on

e. when the machine, running at a 
lively rate of speed, apl tinged into the 
rear of a truck, loaded with gas 
pipes that had been stopped iii the 
road.

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Another article is herew ith reprint­ 
ed from a notedly successful colt ii 
farm er, II. L. Moss. One of Mr. Moss4 
articles was reprinted recently. 
Both 
are from tile Progressive Farmer. 
Mr. Moss’ comments apply to; con­ 
ditions in Wise county and deserve 
the consideration of every thinking 
farm er. 
The article follows: 
For seven consecutive years I hay-. 
net had a crop failure, and during 
these years I have averaged about Moo 
pounds of lint ;{X*r acre each year. Mi 
worst year was 1919, an exceedingly 
wet one, when our yield averaged only 
one-third of a bale lier acre. 
How­ 
ever, I feel sure now th at in tli^se 
days we lacked a good deal <ff know­ 
ing as much about making cotton 
under weevil conditions as we new 
know. 
I ani located in the pine hill lamb 
cif South Mississippi, IOO miles from 
the Gulf of Mexico, well south bf 
paralel M2. 
In this latitude, from East 
Axexas east to the Atlantic, the history 
bf the weevil has been one of destruc­ 
tion, with agricultural and business 
demoralization. 
In this region of normally heavy 
r boll weevil damage, I am certain thai 
we have the boll weevil problem solv­ 
ed, at least to the extent that we are 
able t«i make profitable cavps four 
years out of five, and probably lune 
years out of ten. 
I am so certain ut 
the outcome that now I plant cotton 
feeling sure of a fair crop and reason 
aine protits—at least as sure as I 
could be with any other crop or as 
sure as I could have been with CGtlo i 
tau orc the bolt weevil came. 
In naming the factors m at make fur 
success iii raising cotton despite the 
weevil, there are three or four of first 
importance. 
Just which snould tv me 
first is hard to sa y ; probably tne truu. 
is that they are like me links iii a 
chain, no one of which m ust be weak 
if the chain is to be strong. 
I am go­ 
ing to discuss these factors gitiucwhai 
in the order in which they appear lo 
me us having helled me most, though 
I w on in emphasize inui none of them 
may safely be neglected.

As it was, we averaged a 
half bate per acre on some -IOO acres, 
while unfertilized test rows in tile 
same fields did not make at the rate 
or more man no lo OO pounds os lint 
per acre, 
in other words, without 
fertilizers our crop would have been 
a mtsctuoie failure.

I ujivo, us experience w arranted, grad­ 
ually increased my rate of application.

cotton, while loo pounds of acid aud 
IOO pounds of nitrate per acre will bv* 
tasted as a side-dressing the last of 
May or tne first of June. 
On the re­ 
m ainder of my civi l some 250 acres, 
k am using 400 pounds of acid ann 
duo pounds of nitrate per acre, applied 
a t planting time. 
A thousand pounds of fertilizer per 
acre, costing about. $15, is a heuvy in­ 
vestment, I know; but the evidence 
that it will pay is overwhelming. In 
tact, heavy fertilization is the best 
eoitton insurance I have ever known 
or heard of. 
Many people have kind­ 
ly warned me that such fertilization 
is alt right in a good season, hut that 
the first real bad year Wv old bust me, 
This bad year caille iii 1923, and I 
came out of it with one of the most 
profitable crops I have ever grown. 
Instead of breaking me, heavy fertili­ 
sation saved me f r n u .the bale-to-ten- 
acres fate that overtook tens of thou­ 
sands of farmers. 
I have not the space to go into* the 
‘ details of making fertilizer appliea- 
k tions, aud so on. 
The ftoint I would 
Stress here is that our cid poor hills 
are crying for plant food, and it is 
Polish to try to raise cotton without 


If the drainage is good. I do not 
find the particular s. ii of so much 
im per.unco in raising cotton, if me 
land is well fertilized. 
I ani making 
goon crops on the Norfork, Ruston, 
and Ogangeburg s. ills, such as predo­ 
m inate from the Carolinas westward 
m rdugh tile coastal plain sections o. 
East Texas. 
But one of tile curses of the hill 
sections of the south is pater farm ing 
—a few acres in cultivation here and 
there, with 
woods, 
thickets, 
sedge 
fields, 
and 
breir 
patches between. 
Weevil dr no weevil, cotton or w hat­ 
ever the crop, there has never been a 
pix sjierous, successful agriculture un­ 
der such conditions. 
With the weevil 
and patch farming, growing cotton is 
a difficult job indeed. 
W ith the abun­ 
dance of good winter! quarters thus 
provided f r the w-eevil, 
this 
pest 
comes out and attacks the young cot­ 
ton early iii the season in tremendous­ 
ly destructive numbers. 
In my farm ing operations, it has 
been my c natant aim to enlarge my 
fields, Otwell up and clean up, st) us 
to remove, so fa r as 
possible, 
ai 
places where the weevil may pass tin- 
winter. 
We have succeeded so well 
in 
this 
that myself and neighbors 
now have .several hundred acres in a 
solid bydy, and iii these large fields 
the over-wintered weevil bothers us 
very little. 
I observed years ago thai 
in the i exus prairies ami Mississippi 
Delta sections, where the fields are 
often large and 
continuums, 
weevil 
damage is usually decidedly less than 
iii the hill sections in the same lati­ 
tude, where a good deal 
of 
patch 
farm ing prevails. 
The aim, then, should be to crease 
“prairie” conditions so far as practi­ 
cable. 
Olean up, open up, and let’s 
do away with the patch fanning that 
in too many sections is an eyesore and 
a failure. 
On any ordinary well drained land, 
I do not want my rows wider than 
three feet. 
Years of personal exjper- 
■ience plus an ahnndaee of experiment 
station evidence have proved conclu­ 
sively th at any wider spacing means 
that we are working land that is giv­ 
ing oh nu return. 
So if the rows a 
wider tim e 3<i to 40 inches, my ad vie. 
is to narrow them down to three feet 
Close rows, with cotton thick in the 
drill will make anywhere from IOO to 
400 pounds more seed cotton tier acre 
than the old-time spacing. 
I Ad tho* 
who doubt be at 
least 
fair-minded 
enough to give it a fair trial. 
I know 
a good many farm ers who a few years 
ago were scoffing at the idea of thick 
spacing, who are now practicing it. 
There 
is 
perhaps 
<>iu* 
exfeition 
where a four-foot row may be better, 
and this is on rather stiff, heavy land, 
where it is desirable, lo keep the cot­ 
ton on a moderately high bed. 
Under 
such conditions, beds four feet wide 
will be more easily kept fairly hind 
than will narrow* heils. 
Under aa 
o her r J .iiidais, the three-foot row 
will 
undoubtedly 
result 
in 
larger 
yields oi nut per acre. 
I have seen good stands ruined bv 
the choppers, and where the w o rk e rs 
are accustomed to the odd way of 
thinning, it will be necessary tot be 
with them continuously, or at least 
until they are thoroughly 
fam iliar 
with the new* way. 
Remember, we 
are going to leave two tot five stalks 
in each hill, with the hills IO to 12 
inches apart, and this is so different 
fix,rn the old way that most hoe hands 
will find it difficult to leave enough 
plants, especially a t first. 
lf this thick spacing seems too thick 
for you. just remember this, th at all 
over the cotton belt, on all kinds of 
sails, 
thick 
spacing has 
uniformly 
made more cotton than the old-tiim 
thin spacing. 
So at least be fair 
minded enough to give it a fair trial. 
It was in this way I became convinc­ 
ed, and now* I would not think of 
spacing in the old way, f«c* to do so 
would mean the loss of thousands of 
dollars on the 400 or 5(H) acres I plant 
in cotton. 
The implements used in cultivation 
will and should vary with different 
soil and seasonal conditions. 
W hat 
may be all right on one man’s land iii 
a dry year may be all wrong on anoth­ 
er man’s farm in a wet year. 
So cul­ 
tivate fei is to a large extent a m atter 
of go. ii judgm ent—doing the right 
tiling at the right time. 
Here, on sandy loam hills, as a rule, 
after the cotton conies up we side­ 
burn) w or spring-tooth or “gee-whiz” 
set side-harrow* 
fashion. 
We then 
chop or hunch the cotton and dirt it 
with small lieol-sweeps, with small 
scooter or shovel plows in front of 
them. 
Practically all later cultiva­ 
tions a le made with larger and larger 
beel-sweeps, as the cotton gets larger, 
being careful always to cultivate shal­ 
low*. 
The best rule for cultivation is 
ibis: Keep the grass out of the cot Eel, 
doing it with the tool that best suits 
the job and a t the same time does the 
least injury to the cotton. 
I d < not use iKUsoii, for I have been 
able to make profitable crops without 
it. 
I tried poisoning four years ago, 
with very jmmvt results. 
Until 1923, 
results a t tho Mississippi and Alabama 
stations fr, in the use of poisons were 
very doubtful; but last year some 
very promising results were obtained. 
W here over-wintered weevils are us­ 
ually numerous, I believe early p ison- 
ing is going to be found profitable anil 
should be given a trial. 
There are 
also conditions under which late ap­ 
plications of p ison may pay. 
But » 
would emphasize that poisoning is no 
wholesale, certain panacea against the 
weevil. 
Liberal fertilization, 
large, 
open fields, and clean farming, thick 
spacing, and fast, clean cultivation 
have been my mainstays In the past, 
and in them in the future I expect to 
place my chief dependence.
